Changes in Program 
of Studies to Become 
Effective Sept. 1, 1936 


1. In the new school programme, 
when completed, the twelve grades 
will be grouped in the following 
manner: Grades I to VI will consti 
tute the Elementary School; Grades 
VII, VIII and IX, the Intermediate 
School; and Grades X, XI and XII, 
the High School. The Elementary 
School will consist of two divisions: 
the first will include the Primary 
Grades: Grades I. II, and II; and 
the second the Junior' Grades: Grad- 
eg IV, V and VI. 

When the work of revision is 
complete there will ibe three sep- 
arate and distinct programmes; one 
for the Elementary School, one for 
the Intermediate School, and one for 
the High School. 

The effect of this change in the 
programme of studies is to detach 
Grade IX subjects from the High 
School programme and _ integrate 
them with those of Grades VII anJ 
VHI in an _ Intermediate School 
Programme. In the cities and! the 
larger towns this change in the cur- 
riculum will make it possible to 
organize the Intermediate School 
apant from the High School. It will 
also fit in with the organization in 
the smaler towhs apd viljages where 
there is a room for Grades VII, Vir 
and IX in charge of one teacher 

This change in organization will 
not, however, apply to the rural 
schools. These schools will continue, 
as before, to offer the programme 
of the Elementary School and in ad- 
dition that of Grades VII and VIII. 
They will as before, be permitted to 
offer the programme of Grade IX 
only when the inspector reports that 
the teacher is qualifiedy that the 
facilities are adequate, and that the 
work of the primary and junior 
grades will not suffer. 

2. (he new programme fer ele- 
mentary schools will be ready for use 
in September. It will contain outhines 
of subject-matter, a statement of 
objectives and of levels of achieve- 
ment for Grades I to VI. 

A new method of procedure known 
as “enterprise teaching’’ will be ex- 
plained and illustrated for use to a 
limited extent in these grades. The 
use of this procedure will be recom- 
mended, but will not be compulsory. 

Certain selected schools will, un- 
der the supervision of inspectors, 
offer the enterprise programme in a 
more extensive manner. 

3. Of the new programme. for 
intermediate schools, only the part 
concerning Grade IX will be intno- 
duced: generally in September of this 
year. The new programme will con- 
sist of English (including Reading, 
Literature, Grammar and Composi- 
tion, and Spelling), General Mathe- 
matics (including Algebra, Geometry

Two Provinces. 
Unable To Pay 
Bond Maturity 


Avberta watched with high inter- 
est Monday as British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan pressed the dominion 
government for assistance in meet- 
ing bond. maturities within the next 
month. 

British Columbia has a $3,500,000 
issue maturimg May 15 and Saskat- 
chewan a $2,002,000 issue May 1. 
Premiers Pattullo and Patterson are 
about to undertake strenuous efforts 
in Ottawa to have the dominion 
government meet the responsibilities. 
Neither province can meet its own, 
they claim. 

Alberta is watching the negotia- 
tions minutely because of the fact 
that this province, three weeks ago, 
became the first in Canada’s history 
to default on a bond obligation, al- 
lowing $3,200,000 to go unpaid.

The exemptions cover a wide scope, 
including most of the primary necés- 
sities of life, many of the —— 
needs of industry, most foods, agyi-, 
cultural needs, many of the secon(- 
ary neede in conduction business, and 
all commodities sold for consumption 
or use outside the province. ; 

Mhis act, known as “the Ultimate 
Purchasers’ Tax act," was to be 
made effective only upon procla- 
mation, but Mr. Hugill announ¢ed 
that it will be proclaimed to become 
effective May 1. 

A companion or alternative act to 
provide for a retail sales tax of two 
per cent applied on the wholesaler 
or jobber of various commodities, is 
awaiting amendments to the B.N.A. 
act to validate indirect taxation by 
provinces. 

In the meantime, the Ultimate 
Purchasers Act, makes every re- 
tailer in the province an agent of 
the government, charging him with 
the duty of collecting the sales tax 
and delivering it to the government. 

Under both acts, all purchases 
under 15 cents are exempt. 

Among unexpected exemptions are 
company shares and financial in- 
vestments, all kinds of transporta- 
tion fares, printed matter, cable- 
grams and telegrams, and articles 
involved in sheriff's sales. 

The act does provide for taxation 
of second-hand goods and for mail- 
order purchases, although it has not 
been announced yet how the tax will 
be enforced on goods brought in from 
other provinces. 


Owing to the great amount of 
snow during the past winter, it is 
being recommended by the provincial 
health authorities that all water 
from shallow wells be boiled before 
use to minimize the danger from 
typhoid and other diseases.

The figures immediately following 
while purely an estimate by this 
Committee are believed to be well 
beyond the amount necessary to be 
taken into account as operating 
costs. We believe that $5,000.00 per 
year or a total of $40,000.00 for the 
eight-year period should fully cover 
the amount required for Wages, Up- 
keep Repairs and Replacement.

questing fhis . report, we believe, is 
for the purpose of getting sufficient 
information ‘to enalble it, as well as 
the Taxpayers, to judge as to wheth- 
er it would be advisable for. the 
Town to take over the Utility at the 
termination of the present Franchise. 
Although we have presented but few 
figures, we believe they aré sufficient 
for the purpose. The report musi 
not in any way be construed as a 
criticism of the Wainwright Gas 
Company as_ to its profits, charges, 
operation or service and is given 
without prejudice to, any of the par- 
ties mentioned. . 

It might be in order to inform you 
that whereas the Domestic. Consump- 
tion of gas has been steady and 
shown little fluctuation, the Industri- 
al Consumption has fallen from the 
peak year more than 40%. 

We would suggest that a meeting 
of Taxpayers be called imfnediately 
and a derision arrived at. If it is 
the intention to take over the Util 
ity, the Utility Board and the Wain- 
wright Gas Company should be noti- 
fied at once and a meeting .of the 
interested parties take place to diis- 
cuss matters on a date to be set by 
the Board in Edmonton. 


Should this report be accepted by 
Council we suggest that the Utility 
Board’s Order No. 5835 be published 
in conjunction with same for the 
information of the Taxpayers.

Return upon investment

PLANTING HINTS FOR 
LETTUCE GROWERS 


Most women, and many men as 
well, know that lettuce placed in 
cold water or wrapped in a cloth and 
placed on ice before it is prepared 
for serving, tends to be more crisp 
and tender. 

But how many realize that lettuce 
seeds will also react to icy moisture? 
Scientists of the Ferry-Morse Seed 
Breeding Institute advise gardeners, 
particularly those in warmer sections, 
‘o store lettuce seeds in a moist 
state on ice for a few days if they 
desire speedier germination. Before 
planting, dry sufficiently so that 
handling is easy. 

They also recommend the planting 
of the seed in the cool of the evening 
with the temperature somewhere 
around the 60 to 65 degree mark 
suited for the 
germination of most varieties of let- 
tuce leaves.
